T he particular statem ent which 
teems to have aroused Mr. Robin 
son is one which has been credited 
to me by th e Paris, Texas, News 
and is as follows: 
“ He was asked 
if quails were destructive to insects 
and answered in the affirmative. 
T hey are m ore destructive than 
any other of the feathered tribe ' 
So*far as th e T exas fauna in which 
the farm er is concerned, this state­ 
m ent 
is 
substantially 
correct 
though the exact statem ent which 
I made was th a t the quail is one 
I of the farmers’ best friends and as 
destructive of insect life as an y oi 
the feathered tribe we have on our 
j Texas farms. It should be rem em ­ 
bered that even d u rin g th e season 
when the quail feeds b u t little, ^ ii 
I any, upon insects, its food habits 
are confined mostly to injurious 
weed seeds ami ore the farmers' 
friend from th a t stan d p o in t at that 
time of th e yea!. 
Mr 
Robinson 
seems to he averse to accepting my 
statem ents im authoritative. Hence 
owing to the fact th a t m y eilort 
are alw ays m ade in the interest of 
science or industrial education, I 
h av e gotten together a few state­ 
ments from the best authorities in 
Am erica in order th a t m y critic 
may be free to recede from his posi­ 
tion w ithout the item of a personal 
prejudice. 
In s. letter to m e dated M arch 
19, 1902, D r. S. A. F orbes, direc­ 
tor of the Illinois State la b o ra to ry 
of N atural H istory, writes as fol­ 
lows in reference to the quail. “ Its 
insectivorous character is, however, 
well established, and I have found 
its crop cram m ed full of chinch 
bugs.” 
'J he farm ers of the grain 
belt who have had experience with 
this chinch bug pest of their grain 
crops will well appreciate the help 
the friendly quail m ay be to them 
d u rin g the breeding and nesting 
period. 
On the sam e date I have 
a letter from Dr. C. H a rt M erriam , 
chief of the biological survey of the 
United States d ep artm en t of a g ri­ 
culture, in which he writes as fol­ 
lows: 
“ In reply to your letter of 
17th of March, I would state th a t 
the quail (Colinus virgianus and 
subspecies) is both gram inivorous 
and insectivorous.

For this reason I think 
the farmers of which he com plains 
are thoroughly justified in posting 
their premises and thereby pro ­ 
hibiting worse than useless sla u g h ­ 
ter.

when they arc largely gram in iv ­ 
orous is no argum ent, in view of 
the fact that they are dead during 
the breeding and nesting season 
later when th ey are insectivorous. 
Above have been given the state­ 
ments of the best authorities in 
America on the question at issue 
and I shall refrain from expressing 
my own opinions and observations, 
except to say, as I have heretofore, 
th at my study and experiences are 
fully corroborated by these emi 
lieut authorities. 
I have no doubt 
but th at the people, for whom Mr. 
Robinson seems so solicitous, will 
be prepared to decide whose leader­ 
ship they will follow.

In 
addition the March 15th issue of 
the Farm and Ranch quotes edit­ 
orially on page 8 from Prof. S yl­ 
vester D. Ju d d , also of the I mted 
States biological survey, as follows; 
“Quail and prairie chickens destroy 
such dreaded pests as cut w orm s, 
arm y worms, twelve spotted cu­ 
cum ber beetles, chinch bugs and 
and Rocky m ountain locusts. 
O ur 
gallinaceous birds, such as grouse, 
quail, pheasants, etc. are not ex­ 
clusively vegetarian as is popu­ 
larly believed, b u t are m ixed feed­ 
ers and 
probably 
nourish th eir 
newly hatched chicks principally 
on insects.” 
Biological researches long ago es 
tablished the fact th a t the food of 
birds varies much with season and 
environm ents. 
D uring the breed­ 
ing season and the period of rear­ 
ing their young the quail, as well 
as m any other kinds of birds, feed 
extensively upon insects. 
Later 
on there are periods during which 
it would be rare or unexpected to 
find insects in toeir crops. 
All 
these facts are verified and testified 
to by the em inent authorities above 
quoted. 
Hence it is evident and 
it so appears from Mr. R obinson’s 
article th at his observations have 
been only during the h u n tin g sea­ 
son. 
H e explicitly states th a t he 
observed feeding habits for the sole 
purpose of know ing w hen 
and 
where to h u n t them most success­ 
fully. 
H e boasts of having done 
this for the past th irty years and 
that he o u g h t to 
have learned 
something during so long a tim e. 
In this I fully agree with him and 
regret th a t he h as yet so m uch to 
learn about the food habits even of 
the quail which he has studied for 
more th an a quarter of a century. 
The ten thousand victim s which
